Customs 

New Delhi, the 12th July 1966 

O.S.B. 1121. —^In exercise oC the powers conferred by sub-section ( 1 ) of 
section 26 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, being 
satisfied that it is necessary in the public Interest so to do, hereby exempts 
micanite falling under Item No. 25 of the Second Schedule to the Indian Tariff 
Act, 1934 (S2 of 1934), when exported, from the whole of the duty of custom# 
leviable thereon under the said Second Schedule. 

2. This notification shall be deemed to have come into force on the 6th day 
of June, 1966.
